TORONTO, Oct. 22,—Freedom 
from deformity that the general 
public have associated with infan- 
tile paralysis victims will be the 
result if parents follow the direc- 
tions given them for the treatment 
of their paralyzed children, Dr. D. 
E. Robertson, chief surgeon of the 
Hospital for Sick Children, told the 
Ontario Hospital Association last 
night. 

Survivors of recent epidemie, 
which started in Ontario last June 
and took 83 lives befere ite Dom- 
inion-wide ravages abated, would 
either regain use of their limbs or 
receive such treatment that they 
would at least he able te walk 
agalp, , : 
Dr. Robertson praised the new 
splinting treatment, which he de- 
scribed as “a very great orthopaedic 
advance,” and spoke of the co-oper- 
ation of the provincial department 
of health in financing the manu- 
facture of splints and frames and 
providing other help. 

If after a reasonable time the 
affected limbs show no returning 
power of movement, a brace — 
operation is necessary, Dr, rt- 


son said.

FRIDAY, 
INCOMES GOING UP 


Dominion income tax collections for the last 
six months were nearly $16,000,000 in advance 
of those for the corresponding months last year. 
Tightening up the collection system may account 
for some of the gain, but the larger part is 


beyond doubt due to improved conditions in the | 


country. There must be more people with tax- 
able incomes now than there were a year ago, 
a good many more, to explain an increase in 
tax payments amounting to nearly twenty per 
cent. 

Collections for the half year totalled $95,000, - 
000. That suggests, but does not indicate, the 
huge revenue the federal treasury will gather 
in from this taxation when our Bermuda colony 
of millionaire tax-dodgers are added to the roll 
of taxpayers. At present only the smaller fry 
pay, and that distinguished minority of “big 
shots” who are honest enough to stay within 
reach of the collectors. Parliament at the coming 
session should find out how to levy upon the 
Jevanters. The present arrangement puts a 
bonus on financial treason and a penalty on 
dollar patriotism. 


CHECKED 

Britain and France won out in the tussle with 
Italy and Germany over the proposal to with- 
draw foreign “volunteers” from Spain. The 
volunteers are to be withdrawn first, and belli- 
gerent rights given to both Spanish factions 
afterward. That is the procedure proposed by 
Mr. Anthony Eden last July, and opposed by 
Mussolini and Hitler until to oppose further 
meant dissolution of the neutrality committee 
the French border to the 
Spanish Government for the import of muni- 
tions. 

The prestige of Britain and France goes up 
accordingly, and so does that of Mr. Eden. I 
Duce's bluff has been called. It has been 
established that Europe does not have to take 
orders from him, and that recognition of his 
Abyssinian conquest will have to be sought on 
its merits. 

Volunteers are to be withdrawn in equal 
numbers from both the Government and Insur- 
gent forces. Franco will get the better of that, 
since Italy has sent him more troops than the 
Government has got from abroad. There will 
still be Italian volunteers in Italy when the 
foreigners fighting on the Government side have 
gone home. 

The Government may fare the better when 
belligerent rights are recognized. Its credit 
should be better than Franco's in foreign mar- 
kets where munitions may be secured 

The important point is that Fascism has been 
checked in its drive for the dominance of 
Europe. The outlook for what the residents of

dian winter reacts on the employment situation 
—and hence on relief—in an adverse way. In 
some industries. notably coal mining, more men 
are set at work when cold weather comes. But 
on balance the loss of employment is more than 
the gain. 

There is the further disadvantage that farm 
workers and unskilled laborers, being among 
the low paid classes of wage-earners, cannot 
accumulate enough in summer to carry them 
and their families through a winter of idleness. 

That is one phase of the employment problem 
that is permanent. It is a disability thrust upon 
the country because for a third to half the year 
many outdoor operations are slackened down or 
suspended. And since machinery is tending to 
more and more displace the farm-hand and the 
unskilled city laborer, the winter lay-off is be- 
coming a time of hardship to larger numbers of 
people, and the difficulties thus presented to 
governing bodies are the more baffling. 

To bring this general problem into the local 
field—what can the city council of Edmonton do 
to help provide useful employment through the 
coming winter for the 3337 men who were regis- 
tered here as unemployed last week, and the 
others who will join their ranks as winter closes 
in. 


A GREAT FARMER 


“Men of Devon” throughout the western 
provinces will note with regret the passing of 
one of their number who played a leading part 
in the making of the history of western agricul- 
ture. Samuel Larcombe of Birtle, Manitoba, 
will hold a permanent place in the list of those 
who contributed notably to the development of 
farming on the prairies, and helped to make the 
country known abroad as a great producer of 
high quality food-stuffs. 

Winner of the “wheat king” title in 1917, he 
also created a new variety of rust-resisting 
wheat, @nd is said to have won three thousand 
prizes for soil products during his 43 years of 
farming. That surely must be a record in 
prize-winning for Canada; perhaps for the con- 
tinent. The legislature of Manitoba last year 
passed a formal resolution greeting him on the 
attainment of his 85th birthday, and thanking 
him for his services to agriculture.

BETTER ROADS AND MORE 
DEATHS 

Last year 1300 Canadians and visitors to 
Canada were killed in motor accidents on the 
highways of the Dominion. In 1935 the number 
was 1224. These figures were compiled by the 
Bureau of Statistics and are authentic. 

There was one person killed in Canada last 
year to 764 cars in operation. In the United 
States the ratio was one killed to 625 cars. 
Fewer cars and fewer people on the roads may 


account for the moderately better showing for | 


the Dominion. 

But if there are fewer cars and fewer road 
travellers in Canada, there are also fewer roads 
for them to travel. Road mileage considered, 
the showing for Canada might be even worse 
than that for the United States. There is noth- 
ing in the record for either country to boast 
about. 


One disconcerting fact is that road killings | 


were most numerous where the roads are best. 


Ontario, with the best and most extended high- | 


way system in the Dominion, had the highest 


death rate of the provinces; Saskatchewan, | 


whose roads are said to be worse than those of 
Alberta, had the lowest rate. And the United 
States, with incomparably better highways than 
Canada, had a higher rate than the Dominion. 
Where roads are bad, people drive slowly; where 
roads are good, people drive fast. That prob- 


ably accounts for it. 


That is sometning for the motoring public 
and the legislatures, to think about. If better 
highweys mean more highway killings—and of 
eourse woundings—it is time to take that factor

MR. HOWE AND THE C. OF C. 

The Hon. C. D. Howe, minister of transport 
at Ottawa, is an outspoken gentleman doing 
what he considers a job of work that needs to 
be done. The most important item in that task 
is getting Canadian railways onto a basis of 
profitable operation. And it happens that his 
ideas of how it should be done and the Govern- 
ment’s ideas of how it should be done and the 
general policy of the Government are in har- 
mony. Otherwise Mr. Howe, being the type of 
gentleman he is, would probably tur. the job 
over to someone else. 

Mr Howe's idea of how to get the railways 
solvent again is to increase the business they do 
while keeping costs as low as possible consistent 
with efficiency and a decent consideration for 
human rights. The Government as a whole has 
the same i¢cu and its general policy of develop- 
ing trade to a maximum fits into the railway 
policy perfectly, for trade means commodities 
must be transported. 

Now Mr. Howe, doing his job of work as the 
chief occupation in his life for the present, gets 
somewhat impatient with those who seek to 
interfere or create obstacles to getting the results 
he wants, by endeavoring to divert effort into 
other channels. So, naturally, when the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce, at Vancouver, passed 
a vague resolution of criticism, without suggest- 
ing anything at all much less anything better, he 
became impatient and his feelings were voiced 
Tuesday in a speech at Moncton, N.B. 

He said: “My short experience tells me that 
Chambers of Commerce are definitely and fairly 
unanimously against anything that I may pro- 
pose that is intended to operate in the direction 
of improving the position of the railroads.” 

Now that is a quite direct and emphatic as- 
sertion, even if a little verbose. It is not the kind 
of thing a professional politician would say. It 
is not the kind of thing a “toadie” to private 
interests would say. But it is the kind of thing 
a man doing a difficult job of work and con- 
centrating his attention on that job might say 
about anyone who tried to divert him from his 
purpose. 

Mr. Howe has been on his job about two 
years. Though he may consider his experience 
short, it is long enough for him to have gathered 
quite a lot of ideas about who is for him and 
who is against him. And Mr. Howe seems to have 
gathered the idea that the Canadian Chamber 
of Commerce is against him “definitely and 
fairly unanimously.” And it must be admitted 
that even the resolutions it has passed about rail- 
ways in recent years give grounds for that 
opinion, entirely aside from Mr. Howe's personal 
experiences. 

It would be possible to find in the minister's 
statement some very strong implications. One is 
that the Chamber of Commerce does not want 
the position of the railways improved, which 
surely would be a rather remarkable thing. Of 
course, they want their position improved. The 
difference is not about that. It is about the 
method of improvement. 

There are two proposals for improving the 
financial condition of the railways. One is that 
undertaken by Mr. Howe. The other is that advo- 
cated by the president of the C.P.R.—amalgams- 
tion. And just in proportion as Mr. Howe's 
method of improvement moves forward to 
success, as it is doing, so does the possibility of 
adoption of the other method of “improvement” 
diminish, a circumstance which gives some 
added point to Mr. Howe's statement.—Sask- 
@toon Star-Phoeniz. 


THE AIR ATTACK 

The ruthless bombardment of Chinese non- 
combatants by Japanese airmen is being strongly 
condemned by both popular and official opinion 
in the democratic countries. It cannot be too 
strongly denounced, for it is the most savage and 
immora! form of .warfare devised by modern 
man. Indeed, if we except a few of the fanatical 
religious wars of the Middle Ages, not since the 
days of the barbarians have defenceless civilian 
populations been wantonly attacked. 

Nor can the bombing of non-combatant 
civilian communities from the air be justified 
on the grounds of sound military strategy. The 
most “advanced” of the “progressive” military 
scholars, it is true, have been arguing that such 
attacks, by quickly destroying the morale of the 
civilian populations behind the lines, will hasten 
the conclusion of the war and so actually cut 
short the human slaughter. This idea is en- 
visaged in the novel, “The War of 1938,” in 
which the Germans literally, within a single 
night, destroy Prague from the air and conquer 
the whole of Czechoslovakia. 

In actual, as distinguished from literary, 
wartare, seria) attacks have been having the 
opposite effect. Instead of destroying morale 
they tend rather to rally the people to greater 
efforts toward defeating the enemy. That was 
the experience of the British when German air- 
men bombed London in the World War. Tne 
same effect may be observed today in Madrid, 
which has been intermittently bombed by Fascist 
airmen since last November. The Japanese have

Dr. McCoy's menus suggested for the week 
beginning Sunday, October 24, 1937: 

SUNDAY—Breakfast: Coddled eggs; Melba 
toast; dish of canned berries. Lunch: All de- 
sired of one kind of acid fruit; milk. Dinner: 
Stewed chicken; string beans; spinach; stuffed 
tomato salad; gelatin. 

MONDAY—Breakfast: Crisp baccn; well- 
browned waffle; stewed prunes. Lunch: Cook- 
ed beet tops; carrots; salad of celery and lettuce; 
dried lima beans. Dinner: Vegetable soup; roast 
beef: stewed parsnips; asparagus; *pear salad. 

TUESDAY—Breakfast: Poached egg on 
shredded wheat biscuit; stewed raisins. Lunch: 
Combination salad of raw cooked vegetables; 
baked potato. Dinner: Salisbury steak; okra; 
string beans; turnip cup salad; gelatin. 

WEDNESDAY — Breakfast: Wholewheat 
muffins; coddled eggs; applesauce. Lunch: 
Glass of buttermilk; 10 or 12 dates. Dinner: 
Boiled beef; carrots cooked with celery; head 
lettuce; apple whip. 

THURSDAY—Breskfast: Scrambled eggs; 
Melba toast; stewed peaches. Lunch: Stewed 
corn; turnips cooked with tops and seasoned 
with butter. Dinner: Vegetable soup; roast 
mutton; string beans; cooked celery; lettuce 
salad; carrot and date pudding. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Genuine wholewheat 
bread slightly toasted; peanut butter; stewed 
figs. Lunch: Raw apples and pecans or almonds. 
Dinner: Broiled fish; baked eggplant and toma- 
toes; celery. 

SATURDAY—Breakfast: French omelet; 
waffle; stewed pears. Lunch: Rice en casserole; 
mashed pumpkin; shredded lettuce. Dinner: 
Asparagus soup; broiled lamb chops; squash; 
lettuce, raw carrot and raisin salad; gelatin 
dessert with cream. 

*PEAR SALAD: Use canned halves of pears 
for this salad. Place a half (cut side up) on a 
bed of crisp lettuce. Fill the centre with thick 
peanut butter dressing. Use the roasted nut 
butter, thinned with a little sweet cream. Place 
the other half of the pear on top, cut side down, 
forming a whole pear. A clove may be used to 
represent the stem. If you wish, add a touch of 
red coloting material on the outside to provide 
a rosy flush. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTIONS—Chris D. writes: “What foods 
cause diabetes?” 

Answer—There is no particular food which 
may be named as a specific cause of diabetes, 
however the patient having a tendency to this 
disease will do well to eliminate nearly all of 
the starches and sugars from the diet. Diabetes 
is due to faulty functioning of the pancreas 
which supplies the natural insulin needed by the 
body in the metabolism of carbohydrates. An 
excessive amount uf starch and sugar may help 
to cause diabetes solely because of the fact that 
it will throw an extra burden upon the pancreas. 
As a general rule, part of the working capacity 
of the pancreas will remain even after diabetes 
has developed, and therefore the pancreas will 
supply the body with enough insulin tc take care 
of a small amount of starch as found in some of 
the vegetables having a low siarch coment. 

QUESTION—J. B. inquires: “I suffer from

are so rcalistic that I can hardly realize they 
were only dreams when I awaken. I have been 
examined by several dcctcrs who say I arn in 
good shape. Seem to be well adjusted to life so 
do not believe there is any nervous disturbance 
to explain them.

ANSWER—If your examining physicians 
were unable to find any organic disease it is 
probable that your nightmares ure the result of 
a digestive disturbance. The presence of large 
quantities of gas, or the use of an indigestible 
evening meal, will frequently produce such dis- 
tress as you describe.

been bombing various Chinese cities for several 
weeks without the slightest indication of a break 
in Chinese morale. In fact, China has never been 
so united as it is at this moment. 

Under exceptional circumstances, of course, 
a@ surprise attack from the air might weaken 
or break the morale of non-combatant popula- 
tions. Such circumstances existed in the Italo- 
Ethiopian war. The Ethiopians, unlearned in 
they ways of the machine age, were frightened 
to begin with by the mere presence of the 
Fascists’ flying monsters. When the Italians 
dropped poisonous gases and liquids upon them 
the superstitious natives were terrorized. By this 
means the resistance to the Italian army was 
broken. But this was the exception that proves 
the rule. 

It is not intended here to suggest that the 
airplane has no place or utility in modern war- 
fare. It is an important arm of the mecha- 
nized military force. It can be used effectively 
as an offensive weapon against objects of 
positive strategic importance such as the enemy's 
military headquarters, his communications 
centers, or his munitions dumps. It can be used 
for scouting purposes or to aid and supplement 
the artillery in an offensive. But it cannot be 
used against civilian populations with any ex- 
pectation of gaining strategic or other military 
advantages thereby. The destruction of Guernica 
by a Nazi air force gained the Spanish Fascists 
precisely nothing in a military sense. 

Thus, aerial attacks upon non-conibatants 
cannot even be excused on the grounds that 
they have military value. They constitute pure 
wantonness and nothing else.—Baltimore Svn.

A Day in Canadian History Letter

tion against them shall be for ever 
void, hereby frecly offering to all 
those of our subjects who have not 
been indicted our gracious amnesty, 
pardon and forbeerance, and our 
royal assurance that, relying upon

US.-ALASKA HIGHWAY 

Editor, Bulletin: Your editorial 
concerning the above is both timely 
and to the point—your contention 
that the natural road, even air route 
into the Yukon and Alaska from the 
Middle States ‘s, from the point of 
view of those who have personal 
knowledge of the terrain along the 
coast and that north west from Ed- 
monton, not even open to argument, 

A glance at the map will prove 
that the shortest line between Chi- 
cago and Fairbanks is through Ed- 
monton and the Peace. If thes short- 
est line presents no serious en- 
gineering conditions it is further 
bolstered up. 

Taking it for granted that it is the 
shortest route, let us examine the 
topographical features of the same. 
You have road or right of way cut 
out already to either Notequin in 
the Peace, 65 miles north of Grim- 
shaw, or to Fort St. John in the 
Western Peace. Between those two 
points there is a gap of some 800 
miles to the Whitehorse-Dawson 
road at Selkirk on the Yukon river. 
The route covering this gap has 
open mountain passes, in fact no 
range of mountains which cannot be

ONDON, Eng. — ‘(By mail.) — 

Traffic at Piccadilly Circus is 
to be controlled by a box which 
can “almost think.” Piccadilly Cir- 
cus, with six busy arteries Igading 
into it anc two important intersec- 
tions oniy a few yards away, ex- 
hibits the most 
complex traffic 
problem to be 
found anywhere 
in the world. 

So a mechanical 
“master mind” has 
just been com- 
pleted at a great 
electric works in 
Liverpool which 
is to take charge 
at the Circus. 

Mechanical 
“spies” will be in- 
stalled at three entrances which 
will measure the density of traffic 
at those points, not by counting 
the number of vehicles, but by 
measuring the length of the gaps 
between vehicles. 

When the gaps are long a signal 
passes automatically to the “mas- 
ter mind” which promptly switches 
on the red light against the traf- 
fic and so gives the right of way 
to traffic from other thoroughfares. 
Similarly, if traffic is particularly 
heavy at another point the “master 
mind” is informed and additional 
time is allowed to clear it. 

The aids of the “master mind” 
include, besides the three “spies” 
already mentioned, four “control- 
lers,” 38 sets of signals and 39 
road pads. It will cope with 50,000 
vehicles every twelve hours. 

Pedestrians are not forgotten. 
No matter how busy the traffic, 
crossings will be kept clear for a 
minimum of ten seconds out of 
every cycle of 109 s-conds.

A. Destroyed it.

DESTROYED IT 

Q. His evidence also is that he 
gave you the printers’ proof at the 
same time. What did you do with 
that?

Q. What did you do with it then 
after you got possession of it?

DISCUSSED WORDING 

Q. The evidence of Mr. Arm- 
strong and Mr. Cosans is that they 
discussed it with you in their print- 
ing establishment. 

A. We discussed the wording sim-

Q. Are you prepared to dispute 
their evidence that you took it to 
their establishment and instructed 
the printing of it 

A. No, I would not. 

Q. Their evidence is that you in- 
structed them to prepare a proof.

Q. How did the printer get that 
matter to be printed at the head of 
that pamphlet? 

A. I took the newspaper down 
and took a pencil. i 

Q. Obviously the newspaper did. 
not have those words, “The low 
down of the high up.” 

A. I wrote that, 

Q. Did you get a proof? 

A. Absolutely. 

Q. Did you show either the orig- 
inal copy or the proof to anyone 
before you had it printed? 

A. No, I didn’t think there was 
any need of it. 

Q. Did you have a proof in the 
case of each of those other pam- 
phlets comprising that exhibit? 

A. Yes, of every one of them. 

Q. Did you show these proofs to 
enybody before they were printed?

Answer—Just how you eat vari- 
ous foods is not so important ® 
matter so long as you do not offend 
or interfere with the comfort of 
the other persons at the table.

| CAREFUL CONSIDERATION 

After a careful consideration of| 
all the evidence adduced, and afier 
he thorough examination of the ex- 
hibits filed, I have come to the con- 
clusion that it is advisable to in- 
clude in the report extensive ex- 
cerpts of the evidence given by 
some of the witnesses for the pur- 
pose of assisting you in an under- 
Standing of the situations upon 
which I was asked to report. It may

In presenting a summary of the 
evidence as given at the enquiry, 
I follow the order of the witnesses 
as they appeared before the com- 
mission. 

STYAL-CARROT CREEK 
PROJECT 

The Honorabie William A. Fellow 
became minister of public works 
on September 3rd, 1935. Some time 
after assuming office he decided 
that he would follow a pwlicy of 
doing road work by day-lebor. The 
first project undertaken by the 
minister was the Styal-Carrot Creek 
one. 

The season was getting late. A 
sum of $25,000.00 was available from 
the Dominion government and the 
minister immediately got in touch 
with his deputy minister to have 
some work done. The Western Con- 
struction and Lumber Company 
Limited was instructed to proceed 
with the work, this company having 
been recommended by the deputy 
minister. A tariff of rates for the 
hire of equipment was arranged. 

The minister thought the rentals 
too high for the heavier equipment, 
and the matter was discussed thor- 
oughly. 

It was pointed out to the minister 
that overhead and depreciation 
snould be taken into consideration 
as well as cost of oi] and fuel and | 
repairs, and everything which goes 
into the operation of the big ma- | 
chine. | 

The minister stated that he had 
had some experience with heavy 
machinery and still felt it was a 
little high but as the others, after 
taking the cost into consideration, 
were of the opinion that the rental 
rates were fair, he consented. The 
minister appointed Joseph McKone 
as general foreman on the work 

In regard to what duties Mr. Mc- 
Kone was to assume the minister 
felt “it was a new problem and new 
method of doing road work and 
with all this expensive machinery 
and the high rentals, I wanted 
somebody in charge of the opera- 
tion of these machines whom I 
knew personally.” 


THOROUGHLY FAMILIAR 

“I knew he was thoroughly fam- 
iliar with the operation of machin- 
ery of all kinds, a man with some 
organizing ability and a man that 
| I could trust absolutely, That is the | 
reason I wanted Mr. McKone on 
the job.” Witness was asked if Mr. 
Keit!i, the deputy minister, made 
any comment or submission about 
his suggestion to appoint Mr. Mc- 
Kone, to which the minister replied: 
“No, I cannot remember that he 
said anything but I gathered from 
his looks that he did not approve 
of it.

The highway commissioner stated 
that he was “diffident” of inter- 
fering with Mr. McKone and his 
contact with the work and natur- 
ally wished to co-operate with him 
to the fullest possible extent, and 
added that he was becoming 
alarmed at the cost of the project.

In his memorandum the highway 
commissioner pointed out that up 
to June 30th the sum of $109,806.82 
had been spent and the available 
appropriation had been set at the 
sum of $143,000.00 for grading and 
welling.

Davidson “are you saying to me, 
Mr. Davidson, that this job has 
been going for two and a haif 
months and you not knowing ex- 
actly what your responsibility 
was in connection with it and you 
have never referred the matter 
to either Mr. Keith or myself?”

Davidson's reply was “Yes, 1 am 
afraid 1 will have to admit I fell 
down.” 


Mr. Davidson was then informed 
that he would have the same re-

COMBLETE SURVEY 


_ The minister instructed Mr. Dav- 
idson to go immediately and make 
a complete survey of the whole sit- 
uation. When Mr. Davidson re- 
turned and produced his report the 
minister gave instructions to have 


the equipment pulled out and shut 


down as quickly as possible, adding 
that no more work should be open- 
ed up. 

Ail the outfits were pulled out 
except a few trimmers and gravel 
trucks. The minister's suggestion 
as to the extra costs of the road 
was that it exceeded th: estimate 
by “double shifting machinery in- 
stead of putting on sufficient ma- 
chinery and working them eight 
hours,” which had been his instrue- 
tions, At the time of giving evi- 
dence he was satisfied the rentals 
paid for the machinery were too 
high and that the road cost more 
than it would have cost if it had 
had proper supervision.

OLD RAILROAD GRADE 

The memo related to the im- 
provement of the old railroad 
grade west from Styal and provid- 
ed for the rental of equipment 
from J. M. Millar, representing the 
Western Construction & Lumber 
Company. On October 22nd, 1936, 
a meeting took place whereby rates 
of rental for equipment were agreed 
upon. The work under this ar- 
rangement was closed down No- 
vember 5th, 1935. The second unit 
operated until November 27th, 1935. 

Oluff Inkster, an engineer who 
had formerly worked with the de- 
partment, was acting as govern- 
| ment engineer in this work and 
Joseph McKone was general fore- 
man. Witness did not know by 
whom Joseph McKone was appoint- 
ed. 

In connection with proposed re- 
lief arrangement between the Do- 
minion and the province the wit- 
ness prepared a schedule of the 
proposed work to be submitied to 
the Dominion government.

EQUIPMENT SOLD 

A considerable amount of mote 
equipment were sold to the depart- 
ment by William Brewster of Banff, 
Alberta. Considerable evidence was 
taken in respect of these transac- 
tions. William Brewster was agent 
of the Ford Company and also 
salesman for F.W.D. trucks. He gave 
evidence as to his transactions with 
the government in connection with 
the sale of a number of trucks to 
the government. 

The total sale of F.W.D. trucks 
amounted to $39,390.00, and com- 
mission on that amount was at the 
rate of 10% making roughly $4,000.

Aberhart Says Report 


Intended For Legislature 

Premier William Aberhart, im 
releasing the report said: 

When we received Mr. Justice 
Lunney’s report, we felt that, as the 
investigation had been ordered by 
the legislature, that the report, out 
of courtesy to the legislature as a 
whole, ought to be tabled in the 
house prior to being released. 

This procedure has been followed 
for many years in this province 
irrespective of what government 
has been in power and we felt that 
it was showing courtesy to the 
house to do likewise. 

However, as several members of 
the house, including the leaders 
of the Liberal and Conservative 
parties, have preferred to dispense 
with these courtesies and have 
urged through the press and on the 
platform that the report be releas- 
ed, with the Conservative leader 
going so far as to charge that Mr, 
Justice Lunney “erred” in forward- 
ing the report to the government, 
we feel that the report might just 
as well be in the hands of the pub- 
lic now as at the next session, Re- 
gretting that Mr. Duggan saw fit 
to attack Mr. Justice Lunney in 
this matter, we are hereby releas- 
ing the report. 

I also hope that this release wil! 
be a satisfactory answer to thos« 
who have charged that I persona)! 
have been inclined {o assume a dic 
tatorial attitude in this matter and 
also to those who charged that the 
government was seeking to with- 
hold jnformation from the public.

CALGARY, Oct, 22.—Prairte Roy- 
alties well blew in at 4:30 this a.m. 
and was placed on separator a few 
hours later, The well is described 
as a good well by company officials, 
but no figures will be released 
until the weil has settled to near 
normal flow. The new producer 
extends the crude area a quarter 
mile south of Brown No, 2, and a 
quarter mile west of the Founda- 
tion and Brown No, 1 producers. 
The well is one of the deepest of 
the producers, being bottomed at 
7,318 feet.
